THE CONFEDERATE WIDOWS' HOME Is beginning
to present, again, an & '‘mated and attractive
scene. The young ladie' to whom the institution
furnishes & pleasant home, and alds in the land-
able purpose of obtaining an education, are re-
turning, in: order to resume thelr places in the
varions city schools. We aré glad to hear that all
of those who were in the Home last year have
made earnest application to be received for the
coming year, and that the applications have been
granted. Sonumerous, too, and so urgent have
been the appeals from others, that-the ladies of
the Board have not felt at lberty to deny them
all, and have accepted five more, making In all for
the present year thirty young ladies.

It was thonght to be a herculean undertaking,
when so large a number as twenty-five of the
daughters of our dead or impoverished soldiers
were received under the care of the board of con-
trol, but the generous sympathy and ald of our
people carried the kindly project through with
entire success. We cannot doubt that an increas-
ed measure of Interest and liberality wit show,
this year that the ladies have not too confldently
reliell upon our warm-hearted community. The
canse is one which appeals to our tenderest feel-
ings. The result of last year dissipated any ap-
prehension which might have been entertained
as to the feasibility of such an undertaking, com-
patibly with the true good of those whom It was
{ntended to benefit, The Home wes made what
{ts name imports—a family circle, characterized
by that order, kindly discipline, moral influence
and afebtionate sympathy which give a charm to
the household hearth.

No better evidence of its salutary influence
could be asked, than the satisfaction expressed
Dby parents, and thelr desire that their childremy
may continue to enjoy the privileges of the Home.
The fact of the numerous additional applications,
100, I3 a testimonial to their faithfainess, which
may well be grateful to the Board of Control-
They have been overwhelmed with requests for
admission—five of which, only, they have been
gble to accept, the present capacity of the insti-
tution being unequal to more than thirty inmates
for educational purposes.

The whole number of persons occupying the
Home is ninety-one. All of these have direct
claims to Its privileges, except fourteen, and these
fourtean have indireot clalms, having lost, by the
war, nephews or other nearrelatives, upon whom
they depended for support. We are thus par-
ticular, because of an impression which Is be-
lieved to have gotten abroad, that some are en-
joying the advantages of this charity who are
not strictly within its scope. The institution
would gladly relieve every fofm and class of im-
poverishment and distress, but its design, means
and space are limited, and it has been the studl-
ons Tim of the Boartl to keep closely to its
origi purpose, and dispense the charity, of
which it {s but thé almoner, to those for whose
rellef the donori-intend it.

UNITED STATES COURT.
Report of the Grand Jury—The Jail—
The 0ld Customhouse.

The United States District Court met yesterday
morning at 10 o'clock.

REPORT OF THE GRAND JURY.

The foreman of the Grand Jury, immediately
after the opening of the court, made the follow-
ing presentment:

THE JAIL.

The Grand Jury for the FallTerm of the United
States District Court, in fulfilment of their duty,
woulld respectfully report that they have
visited aud carefuolly ins) el the joil and sur-
rounding premiges, and found ' em clean and In
gool order, witlh the follow. exceptions, to
wit: The wall of the room w. h Is usednasa
hospital Is quite damp, conseqien! upon & bad
leak which we discovered between (he tower and
the main building, thereby rendering the room
unflt for the purpose for which it Is used. The
passages and apartments in the basement we
did not find as clean as those in other portions of
the bailding, and would recommend that the same
be thorougly whitewashed and cleansed. The
cells located In the tower should all be lined with
boards, in order to render them it for use; many
of them are destitute of this liuing, thereby, in
our opinion, rendering them detrimental to
health; we would, therefore, recommend that
they be lined as early us practicable.

SHORT RATIONS.

The prisoners complain that the rations fur-
nished them, especially those consisting of meat,
are totally lnadequate, and belng convinced by
our observation that they have just grounds for
their complaint; the dictates of humanity demani!
that we shounld present the matter so that, if pos-
sible, the remedy may be promptly and effectively
applied. We would also recommend that the

soners be supplied with a greater variety of
‘oo than they are accustomed to recelve, We
also found g number of prisoners destitute of bed-
ding, and having only a blanket to lie on.
RECOMMENDED TO MERCY.

Our sympathy was much excited by the case of
one of the prisoners, the father of a lurge and de-
pendent family, who has been Incarcerated for
slx or seven months, and whose term of impris-
ment will not expire for fiveor six months to
come. The offence for which he was convicted
and sentenced is, in our judgment, comparatively
trivial, and we think the demands of justice have
been  adequately npreawl by the punishment
which has already been imflcted. We wonld,
therefore, earnestly recommend that the pardon-
ing power be invoked in his behalf.

THE OLD CUSTOMHOUSE.

We do with great earnestness call the attention
of the Treasury Department of the General Gov-
ernment, with whom we believe the power rests,
to not only the dilapidated, but dungerous condl-
tion of that structure, situated on East Bay, fac-
ing Broad street, known as the old Castomhouse,
and for many years occupled likewise by the Post-
office Department. This building, now falling to
decay, s not only unsightly, but exceedingly dan-
%;zrous, and the Grand Jury hope that by bring-

1g the subject before the government in this
form, they will take such steps as will greatly ln-
prove its appearance, amd thereby ubate a nul-
sance.
